FOUR SKINHEADS DIED and a 
fiflh was seriously injured in a 
horrific car crash on the M4 


motorway on Friday the 13th of 
March this year. 

Three of those who died, Brian 
Sheeley, Darren Sheeley and Paul 
Casey, were members of nationalist 


skinhead band, Violent Storm. The 
other person who died, Jason Oakes, 
was a friend. All were from the Ely 
area of Cardiff in South Wales. 

At the time of the accident they 
were on their way to Gatwick 
Airport, ready to fly out to a gig in 
Valencia, Spain. It is thought that a 
freak gust of wind in already bad 
weather conditions forced the car to 
smash into the motorway bridge. 

The only survivor was Billy Bartlett 


who was driving the car. Despite 
wearing a seat-belt, he was thrown 
through the windscreen and suffered 
a punctured lung, a ruptured spleen 
and two broken ribs. Amazingly, he 
was out of hospital within a week of 
the crash. 

Already, several thousand pounds 
has been raised for the families of 
the dead, with the sale of t-shirts and 
takings from concerts being donated. 

The band were half way through 
recording a debut album before the 
crash and it will be finished by Billy 
and a new line-up including the 
band’s ex-drummer, who will be 
reforming the band in memory of 
those who died. It will be released 
later this year on the French label, 
Rebelles Europeens.

Romper Stomper may sound like the 
latest offering from Walt Disney, but it 
claims to be based on fact and was 
apparently produced with the help of "ex- 
skins". The producer also says he sought 
the opinions of today’s skins, but nobody 
got in touch. 

The film follows the usual pattern of 
recent second-rate American skinhead 
films like the appalling So Proudly We 
Hail and the equally poor Skinheads. 
Romper Stomper features Nazi skinheads 
fighting Vietnamese youths in what is 
little short of pure farce, making Prisoner

The typical skin in Romper Stomper 
wears 20 hole boots, has a tattooed neck, 
thick red, white and blue braces, zero 
intelligence and carries an axe. 

The film is destined to end up a poor 
cousin of A Clockwork Orange, but does 
the skinhead cult no favours along the 
way. Recent Australian newspaper 
coverage of Australian skins has gone in 
for enough sensationalisation of late and 
with Romper Stomper adding to the 
drivel, the skinhead cult willend up being 
dragged through the mud once again. 

With any luck though, the film will flop 
and get only limited cinema release in 
Australia. If it’s a success it’ll no doubt 
be polluting a video shop near you soon.

An Exclusive Interview with Author, Richard Allen 


MOST SKINHEADS have at least one or 
two of his books tucked away in their 
collection, and I can’t believe that there’s 
a skinhead out there who hasn’t heard the 
name Richard Allen and that of his 
greatest creation, skinhead Joe Hawkins. 
The fact is, skinhead literature virtually 
begins and ends with Richard Allen and 
his now highly collectable series of novels 
which first appeared more than 20 years 
ago. 

I discovered Richard Allen back in 1978 
when I picked up a copy of Skinhead at a 
school jumble sale. If I read it once that 
summer, I read it a dozen times. A 
hundred or so pages filled with as much 
sex and violence as a young skinhead could 
handle, believe me. 

There were eighteen books written by Richard 
Allen, with the first, Demo, being about students. 
Then came Skinhead, a book that sold over a million 
copies, and the standard was set for the youth cult 
novels that were to follow. 

But despite the success of the series, very little is 
known about the man himself. In fact after the 
release of Mod Rule in 1980, featuring Joe Hawkin’s 
illegitimate son, Joe Watson, virtually nothing was 
heard of Richard Allen and his books became 
confined to the realms of secondhand bookshops. 

But never let it be said that we leave stones 
unturned in our bid to bring you the best features, 
and so it was that we traced Richard Allen down with 
a big helping hand from Mark Sargeant of Scootering. 
And not only did we come away with this interview, 
but with the rights to publish his novels once again as

Suedehead were in the W.H. Smith’s Top Ten 
popularity rating. Honestly, it was breathtaking.” 

Of course books that concentrate on teenage 
mayhem and give glowing accounts of aggro against 
hippies, Asians and anyone else daft enough to cross 
the path of characters like skinhead Joe Hawkins and 
football hooligan, Tom Walsh, don’t go down too well 
in moral circles. And neither does bad language and 
teenage sex. Remember, the early Seventies were the 
days of films like A Clockwork Orange and Straw 
Dogs, and every do-gooder and his dog was moaning 
about society’s decline. As Richard Allen quickly 
found out. 

"One chain of booksellers removed every copy of 
the books from sale and others, including a female 
Member Of Parliament, took me to task for my 
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writings. Quite a number of moral guardians 
complained, but I ignored them all. 

"This is a bloody vicious world and I didn’t invent 
paki-bashing or those Margate, Southend punch-ups. 
I’m not the agitator some wanted to hang. The 
original skinheads were from working class 
backgrounds and knew all about poverty and 
insecurity. I could understand their rebellion and 
that’s what it was all about. They saw immigrants 
*invade’ their homelands, swamp the rag trade sweat- 
shops with cheap labour, move into their council flats 
and houses and become owners of corner shops. So, 
they objected in the only way they knew how - by 
putting the boot in!" 

Even today, trendies love to knock Richard Allen 
books as trash novels with little basis in reality. It is 
true that by the time the likes of Dragon Skins and 
Top Gear Skin appeared, the story-lines were walking 
on the wrong side of far-fetched. But then again, I 
could tell you true stories about skinheads that make 
Joe Hawkins look like a candidate for the next Pope. 
And maybe one day when the beer’s flowing I will. 

Plus in the Seventies, authors had to knock out 
paperback after paperback, and not many could keep 
up with Richard Allen. As well as the skinhead 
series, he wrote many other books under different 
names and even wrote a book in a week after being 
challenged to do so on a late night TV show. 

"Yes I have used various names in my writing time. 
I’llopen up the pseudonym bag at a later date and let 
the beans spill all over your pages. It is absolutely 
true that TV did challenge me to write a book within 
a week and this I did. Mind you, it was hard going. 
Up at dawn, typing until dusk. But the satisfaction 
more than compensated when it appeared on the 
shelves just two weeks later." 

And when all is said and done, Richard Allen’s 


books did manage to trace subtle changes in the 
skinhead cult that were barely noticed by most other 
sources. In fact Richard Allen offers the best guide 
to British youth cults in the Seventies that you'll find 
anywhere. 

"It was not easy, but I decided if fans could buy my 
books then it was my duty to keep informed about 
their activities. I made it my business to mingle with 
them whenever possible but, really, they told me what 
was always happening. Every new development came 
to my attention almost before it had time to circulate 
around the country." 

After Mod Rule, there was talk of a follow up book 
with Joe Watson taking more interest in music, but 
nothing came of it. With Oi! just around the corner, 
maybe Joe Hawkins could have made a reappearance 
in time for Southall, but it was not to be. New 
English Library headed off in other directions after it 
was bought out, and Richard Allen had other 
problems, including drinking a bottle of Scotch a day. 

"Unfortunately, my health took the wrong turning 
and this, added to other strains, meant that I had to 
close the door on new ventures. In fact, for quite a 
few years I forced myself to become deaf and blind 
where possible follow on books were concerned. 
Thankfully I am over that hurdle and, who knows, 
there could be a Gold Cup up for grabs next year.” 

Today, Richard Allen’s only addictions are to 
Dorchester menthol cigs and chain-drinking coffee. 
He still has a genuine affection for the skinhead cult 
and is as happy as anyone that it’s alive and kicking 
into the Nineties.

ARTHUR KAY is one of the most 
genuine people you’llever have the good 
fortune to meet. He’s no stranger to 
skinhead circles whether you remember 
him from his days as bass player with 
Oi! faves The Last Resort, or as front 
man with Arthur Kay & The Originals. 

This year sees him clock up 25 years in 
the music business and during that time 
he’s had more ups and downs than the 
World Yo-Yo Championships. And still 
he comes back for more. Because the 
news is that Arthur Kay & The Originals 
are back in business. 

"We got the band back together 
because it seemed the natural thing to 
do plus we all miss playing ska," said 
Arthur, after he and Bob Coltart dug up 
an old demo from 1980. 

The new line-up has Arthur on 
keyboards and vocals, Bob on guitar and 
vocals, Kevin Bowyer on bass guitar, Ian 
Cheswick on. drums, Nick Mortimer on 
alto sax and Tom Hodges of Intensified 
on tenor sax. Bob, Kevin and Ian had 
been playing together as The 
Maroondogs ("rock n’ roll with a smile") 
and so it has only been a matter of 
weeks getting a tight sound together. 

In fact one of the first things the boys 
did was go into Bob’s studio in sunny 
Folkestone on the Kent coast to record 
an album, In Tents. So that’s number 
three after Rare ’N’ Tasty and Sparkes 


Of Inspiration. 
"I believe it’s the best ska album I have 
done. When I made Sparkes Of 


Inspiration it was a personal thing. I 
made In Tents for skinheads and ska 
lovers. It’s a fun album and I hope it 
gets released." 

Recording it might have been a dawdle, 
but getting it released is another story 
altogether. A year or two ago it would 


have been snapped up, but with Unicorn 
and Ska Records out of the ball game 
and Skank on hold, life’s not so easy. At 
the moment, the band are trying to 
interest one of the German labels. 

Arthur may well be right about it being 
his best ska album to date, although 
you'd have to be going some to top cuts 
like Watching The Rich Kids, a 
forgotten classic if ever there was one. 
When it comes to In Tents I’ve got a 
vested interested in my favourite track, 
George Marshall (who he?), but strip 
away the lyrics and you’re left with a 
smashing little number not a million 
miles away from the sound of Prince 
Buster and Co. The title track is 
another gem that’ll get under your skin 
as it name checks half the world’s female 
population. And then some. 

If you’re looking for a few markers, try 
somewhere between The Riffs, The 
Busters and Mark Foggo’s Skasters and 
you won’t be far away. One way or 
another it deserves to be comitted to 
vinyl and if a deal isn’t to be found 
there’s talk of setting up a Kent-based 
ska label for Arthur Kay’s Originals, 
Intensified and Maidstone’s Apollo 7. 

Iv’s almost like history repeating itself 
because back in ’79,Ska Wars was ready 
for release before The Specials launched 
Gangsters, but in the end it wasn’t and 
the rest is well-known, with Arthur Kay 
& The Originals being filed away in the 
cult band box. Despite being gutted at 
the time, Arthur has nothing but praise 
for 2 Tone. 

"I always liked 2 Tone because it 
turned the whole ska/rocksteady scene 
into a live thing. Back in the late 
Sixties, ska was basically a disco thing at 
clubs like the Ram Jam in Brixton and 
up west at the Roaring Twenties. For 


me 2 Tone opened the gates for 
musicians to play ska in the same way as 
The: Animals turned people on to 
rhythm & blues in the mid-Sixties. I feel 
a whole generation now enjoys listening 
to Prince Buster, The Skatalites, etc., 
thanks to bands like The Specials and 
Madness." 

When The Originals split first time 
around, Arthur soon found himself back 
on the skinhead scene with Herne Bay’s 
hardest stick of rock, The Last Resort.

Ten years on, and Arthur's still 
banging away at the door to fame and 
fortune. Maybe it’s about time 
somebody opened the door and gave 
some real talent top billing.

SHAM 69 in Glasgow. The city where Jimmy Pursey said it’s 
the closest he’s been to secing the kids united. Tonight was no 
different with a tasty mix of skinhcads, punks, hairics, casuals and 
normals all getting on without any bovver. 

But all wasn’t quite right tonight. Maybe it was the 14 hour 
drive from Cambridge. Maybe the fans expected too much. But 
this was Sham 69 well below par. Nothing against The Doors, 
but I'd come to see Jimmy Pursey not Jim Morrison so why play 
the same Doors’ song twice? And why Borstal Breakout twice? 
Great song but where the hell was Hurry Up Harry and a 
handful of other Sham classics? The crowd gave us one verse, 
but Sham preferred to play a set of mainly new material or songs 
from "the middle years". It’s not bad stuff as it goes, and the 
band were tight enough even if they lacked any real power, but 
there’s not a classic among them. Album fillers at best. 

Then towards the end of the night on go the lights. Someone’s 
had their throat slashed outside and Jimmy tells us to get our act 
together.
